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that will bear to lose the colouring of an orchestra ; and 
it is scarcely fair, therefore, to judge of such a composition 
by a mere pianoforte arrangement.

There is feeling for melody in this song, but somewhat 
too much harmony. The tendency to harmonize passing 
notes is very apt to grow upon young composers, who thus 
weaken a work in their endeavour to enrich it. The 
song, however, is vocal ; and the words are well studied 
throughout.

Hanover Square, No. 5, for March, commences with 
three " Reveries-Valses," by Stephen Heller ; extracted, by 
permission of Messrs. Chappell, from two sets of such- 
pieces about, to be published by them. There is much 
grace of character in these pieces, with an occasional 
touch of that peculiarity of rhythm which Heller's music 
so frequently exhibits. The other pianoforte solo is a 
capital " Galop de Concert," by Mr. Walter Macfarren, 
full of the impulse which belongs to that impetuous 
dance form. The vocal pieces are two pleasing songs by 
Mr. J. L. Molloy and Miss Philp.

Abbot's Langiey. — The last of a series of 

Concerts was given on the 10th ult., by the choir of 
Abbot's Langley parish church, in the Boys' School-room. 
The programme contained several glees, songs, and piano- 
forte pieces, all of which were well rendered. At the 
close of the performance, the Rev. Canon Gee, D.D., 
complimented Mr. Broughton, the organist, for producing 
such a good Concert with a village choir. A piano for 
choir practice has been purchased with the proceeds of 
these Concerts. 

Abebfobd. — A Concert was given in the 
National School-room, on Monday evening, the 27th 
January, iu aid of the funds of the Aberford Reading 
Room, by T. B. Hopkinson, Esq., assisted by Miss Louisa 
Beverley, Mr. and Mrs. T. Sell, Messrs. Rhodes, Downs, 
C. Prince, and W. Glover. The singing of Mrs. T. Kell was 
much admired, and she was warmly encored in the songs, 
" Take this cup," and " Lo, here the gentle Lark." Miss 
Beverley received a similar compliment in " My Lords, I 
salute you " and " The Wishing Cap ;" and " The Village 
Blacksmith " and " Good night, farewell," were well sung 
by Mr. C. Prince. Mr. Rhodes' performance of Handel's 
" Harmonious Blacksmith " on the pianoforte was exceed- 
ingly well received. Mr. Glover accompanied with his 
usual good taste. Before singing the National Anthem, 
the vicar (the Rev. C. P. Eden), on behalf of the members 
of the Reading Room, thanked Mr. Hopkinson and party, 
not only for their great kindness in giving such a musical 
treat, but also for so largely benefiting the funds of the 
institution. Mr. Hopkinson kindly lent his grand piano 
for the occasion. 

Abtbincham. — On Tuesday evening, the 4th 
ult., the first Concert of the Altrincham and Bowdon 
Musical Society took place at the Literary Institution 
before a crowded audience. Mr. T. H. Kirk, organist of 
the Bowdon Parish Church, was the conductor ; and Mr. 
Wolfenden, organist at St. Margaret's, Durham, and Mr. 
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C. T. Bowland, organist at St. Cross, Knutsford, were the 
accompanyiste. The Concert was, in every respect, one 
of the best ever given in Altrincham. 

Beaumaris. — On Tuesday evening, the 11th 
lilt., the members of the Beaumaris Choral Society, gave 
their first Concert in the Town Hall, before a crowded 
audience. The programme, which was well selected and 
arranged, was excellently rendered. It consisted of glees, 
choruses, songs, duets, &c, interspersed with solos on the 
pianoforte and clarionet, executed by Mr. Binns and Mr. 
Hindmarsh, bandmaster of the Royal Anglesey Militia. 
The vocal performers were Miss Bellis (soprano), Mr. J. 
Morgan (tenor), and Mr. W. Griffith (bass); all of whom 
"were highly successful. The glees and choruses were 
well given, especially " The Village Choristers " 
(Moscheles), and "Awake, JEolian lyre" (Danby). 
The proceeds of this performance will be added to the 
funds of the Society. Mr. Binns (to •whom the efficient 
training of the choir is entirely due) conducted the 
Concert with much ability. 

Bedeokd. — The Ladies of the Amateur Musical 

Society, have, through the suggestion and exertion of one 
of their number (Mrs. B. Harrison) presented their con- 
ductor, Mr. P. H. Diemer, with an interesting testimonial. 
It consists of an elegant inkstand, and a handsome ivory 
baton mounted with silver ; in the centre is a gold plate 
bearing a suitable inscription. They were presented to 
Mr. Diemer by Mr. B. Harrison on behalf of Mrs. Harri- 
son and the other ladies. 

Beekhamstead. — The second of the " Choir 

•Concerts" for the present season took place on the 29th 
January. The programme contained in the first part a 
highly interesting selection of Church music, combining 
some of the earliest known specimens, with several of the 
most modern compositions. The Rev. F. B. Harvey pre- 
faced the performance of these works with some excellent 
explanations, historical notes, and general remarks, which 
materially aided the audience in appreciating the music 
offered to them. The second part consisted of a selection 
from Mendelssohn's oratorios, St. Paul and Elijah, with 
Haydn's chorus, •' The Heavens are telling," as* a finale 
The principal vocalists were Miss Annie Crew', Miss 
Painter, Miss Ellice, and Mr. Cummings, all of whom 
acquitted themselves to the thorough satisfaction of the 
audience. The choir sang with much precision and effect 
throughout the concert. Mr. J. Macrone conducted. 

Blackheath. — A Concert was given by the 
St. German's Choral Society, on the 13th ult., in the 
Alexandra Rooms. The programme was divided into 
two parts, the first being composed of selections from 
Handel's Judas Maccabmus, and the second of miscellaneous 
solos, choruses, and ballads ; the principal vocalists being 
Fraulein Belke, Mademoiselles Chapman and Poole, and 
Messrs. Stanley Hoole, F. Terry, and W. F. Stanton. 
The choruses were admirably sung throughout. A solo 
on the flute by Mr. Drake, was vociferously encored. Mr. 
Wadsworth played the accompaniments wilh his usual 
success ; and his performance of Hummel's Andante in E 
flat was thoroughly appreciated by the audience. FraUlein 
Belke and Miss Poole were loudly applauded in their 
songs. The concert was a decided success ; and it is to be 
hoped that the St. German's Choir will give the inhabitants 
of Blackheath many other opportunities of enjoying an 
entertainment of this kind. 

Bolxox. — An excellent performance of Han- 
del's oratorio, Judas Maccabaus, was given by the Bolton 
Philharmonic Society, on the 7th ult., at the Temperance 
Hall, being the last Concert of the Society for the present 
season. The principal vocalists were Madame Lemmens- 
Sherrington, Mrs. Grime, Miss Lucy Franklein, Mr. 
Nelson Varley, and Signor Foli, all of whom acquitted 
themselves most admirably ; Mrs. Grime (the only vocalist 
not of metropolitan fame) singing the music which fell to 



her share with much taste and judgment. The chorus 
was excellent throughout ; and the orchestra, tinder the 
leadership of Mr. S. lies, everything that could be desired. 
Mr. Peter Staton (whose exertions since the formation of 
the Society have been gratuitous) conducted with his 
accustomed skill. 

Bbakfobd. — The improvements in the Parish 

Church having been at length completed, the first of the 
re-opening services took place on the 21st January, when 
the fine old edifice was crowded by a most attentive con- 
gregation. Barnby's arrangement of Tallis's service was 
sung ; and the choir also gave Boyce's Anthem, " I have 
surely built Thee an house," Mesdames Watson, G. Wil- 
cock, Pickles, and E. Northrop sustaining the solo parte. 
The organ, which has been improved by Mr. J. F. Nichol- 
son, of Bradford, at a cost of £300, is now thoroughly 
effective; and Mr. A. R. Swaine, who presided at the 
instrument, displayed its great capabilities to the utmost 

advantage. On the 23rd January the second meeting 

of the united Church choirs of Bradford was held in the 
Church, which was crowded to excess. The first meeting 
of the choirs took place shortly before Christmas, 1866, 
when ten churches were represented, and the number of 
choristers was 250. On this occasion, however, 14 churches 
sent their choirs, swelling the number of voices to 380. 
Several rehearsals have taken place ; and, under the conduc- 
torship of Mr. A. R. Swaine, organist of the Parish Church, 
the large body of vocalists has been well drilled. Mr. A. 
Swaine (brother of the organist) played a voluntary pre- 
vious to the arrival of the choristers, when Mr. A. R. 
Swaine took his seat at the organ, and the choristers then 
walked in procession up the central aisle, chanting, as they 
proceeded, the 136th Psalm, " O give thanks unto the 
Lord." The Rev. W . Dyson intoned the prayers through- 
out, and having a clear musical voice and a good ear, 
performed his task well, and was followed excellently in 
the responses by the choir. Tallis's responses were used, 
and the anthem was taken from Isaiah, " In that day." 
Previous to the sermon the hymn, " Jesu ! the very thought 
is sweet ! " from Hymns Ancient and Modern, was sung ; 
and after the sermon the hymn, " We love the place, O 
God," was given, the " Hallelujah chorus " closing the 
service. The whole went off well, more especially when 
it is recollected that a conductor was dispensed with ; and 
the organ, which has now an abundance of power, was 
ably managed by Mr. Swaine. 

Brexteoed. — Mr. P. A. Sangster gave his 
second Annual Concert at the Town Hall, on Tuesday 
evening, the 14th January. There was a large and highly 
respectable assemblage. Mr. Sangster was assisted by 
Miss Arlington, Mr. and Mrs. R. Limpus, Mr. Hunt, Mr. 
Thomas Evison, Mr. Albert Hubbard, Mr. W. H. Sangster, 
and the London Apollo Glee Union. The glees, part- 
songs, and madrigals performed by the Apollo Union were 
much admired, and in some instances re-demanded. Mrs. 
Limpus was very successful in her songs, " Sing on, sweet 
Bird," and a canzone, " Ben e ridicolo" (Randegger). 
Miss Arlington, who is a local favourite, delighted the 
audience with her rendering of Benedict's " Rock me to 
sleep," and the pretty melody, " Will he come " (Arthur 
Sullivan). The male vocalists were also highly effective 
in their respective solos. Mr. W. H. Sangster's perform- 
ance of Beethoven's pianoforte sonata in A flat was much 
applauded ; as was also a pianoforte duet by the brothers 
Sangster. Altogether the Concert was a success, and re- 
flected great credit upon its promoter, who is an indefati- 
gable professor of music in this locality. 

BEisToii. — The increasing popularity of the 
Orpheus Glee Society led the promoters to make the 
arrangements for their ladies' night this year on a much 
more extensive scale than has hitherto been the case ; and 
the Concert, therefore, on the 20th ult., was given in the 
large hall at the Victoria Rooms. The programme con- 
tained an excellent and varied selection of choral pieces, 
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all of which were most ahly rendered, several being 
encored. We heartily congratulate the Society on the 
success which has attended their first open night on so 
enlarged a plan. 

Bury St. Edmunds. — A very excellent Con- 
cert was given at the Athenaeum, on Tuesday evening, 
the 18th ult., by the St. Mary's Choir, Glee and Madrigal 
Society, conducted by Mr. T. B. Richardson, organist of 
St. Mary's Church. The programme included some choice 
madrigals, glees, and part-songs, by the most eminent 
composers, all of which were executed so ably as fully to 
sustain the high character this choir has attained under 
Mr. Richardson's careful training. The large hall was so 
crowded in every part that numbers were unable to obtain 
admission. Mr. Richardson accompanied with much 
ability ; and the programme was pleasantly varied by the 
successful singing of a lady amateur. 

Castle Blaney. — A Concert was given in 
the Town Hall, on Tuesday evening, the 28th January. 
The performance commenced with Rossini's chorus, the 
" Carnovale." after which several songs, &c, were suc- 
cessfully given, many being rapturously encored. The 
choral music was exceedingly well rendered, especially 
" Dame Durden," which was most warmly applauded. 
The conductor, Mr. George E. Nixon, presided with 
much skill at the pianoforte. 

Castoe, Peteeboeo'. — The first Concert ever 
given at Castor took place recently, in the schoolroom. 
It was given by Mr. W. G. Ling, lay clerk of the Cathe- 
dral, Peterborough. The room was well filled, and the 
music appeared thoroughly to gratify the audience. Mr. 
Ling's song, " She Wore a Wreath of Roses," was en- 
thusiastically encored; and so loud was the applause, 
that he came on the platform again, and sang " Alice, 
where art thou?" In the second part, Mr. Ling sang 
" The Death of Nelson," and being encored, gave " The 
anchor's weighed." Several solos were also given with 
much effect by Messrs. Swift, Wood, and Master Stott. 
At the conclusion the whole company sang the National 
Anthem. We must not forget a word of commendation 
for the pianist, Mr. Osmond (master of the choristers, 
Peterborough Cathedral), who was assisted by Mr. Dearn- 
ley, of Ashton-under-Lyne. Altogether the Concert was 
a great success. 

Cayebsham, Beading. — The choir of the 

Parish Church gave a highly successful Concert in the 
school-room, on the evening of Thursday, the 23rd 
January. It was the first performance of the kind ever 
attempted in Caversham, and so great was the success, 
both musically and pecuniarily, that much praise is due 
to those who got up the entertainment ; especially to Mr. 
S. C. Cooke, the newly-appointed choirmaster. Mr. Tolley, 
of St. George's Chapel Royal, Windsor, conducted. The 
concert was for the benefit of the Church Choir ; and the 
amount realised was £15. 

Cheadle, Manchestee. — The Choral Society 
gave another Concert on the 31st January, on which 
occasion the National School was well filled. The pro- 
gramme contained a good selection of part-songs, glees, 
&c, which were very effectively rendered, especially 
" The Belfry Tower" (Hatton), " Spirits advance," " Sisters 
of the Sea," and Mendelssohn's " On a Lake." Miss 
Clelland and Mr. Ramsbotham were the solo vocalists. 
Mr. C. Swain is the conductor of the Society. 

Claybrooke. — On Wednesday evening, the 
5th ult., a Concert of vocal and instrumental music, under 
the management of Mr. Jos. McKewan, of Hinckley, 
was given in the Boys' School-room, Claybrooke. The 
principal vocalists were Miss Clowes, Mr. Oldershaw, and 
Mr. Coverdale, of Leicester, and the solo violin and 
accompanist Mr. McKewan. The programme was well 
selected to meet the taste of a popular audience. Several 
pieces were encored, amongst which were a scena by Mr. 



Coverdale, " The Wanderer's Welcome ;" a madrigal 
" Those eyes that were so bright, love," and a part-song 
" Twilight ;" — all the composition of Mr. McKewan. 

Coventey. — The Concert of Mr. Stringer, at 
St. Mary's Hall, on the 18th ult., was highly successful. 
Haydn's quartette in D minor (performed with much 
precision and expression by Messrs. Rees, Stringer, and 
Ward), and Beethoven's Septet, played on four instruments, 
pianoforte, violin, viola and violoncello (Miss Stringer at 
the piano), were the principal instrumental works in the 
programme. The audience was large, and it appeared to 
be a prevailing opinion that a more agreeable musical 
evening had seldom been passed in a Coventry concert- 
room. 

Devizes. — Miss Christiana Pearson's Concert 
at the Town Hall, on Wednesday evening, the 19th ult., 
was a great success. The principal performers were Mr. 
Henry Blagrove (principal violin), Mr. F. Pearson (second 
violin), Mr. R. Blagrove (viola and concertina), Mr. W. 
H. Aylward (violoncello), Miss Christiana Pearson (piano- 
forte), and Miss Anna Jewell (vocalist). The programme 
was a thoroughly classical one; and every piece was 
rendered with the utmost success. The playing of Miss 
Pearson, on a fine pianoforte by Messrs. Collard, was a 
great feature of the Concert, and she was much and 
deservedly applauded. Mr. W. H. Aylward was the 
accompanist. 

Doncaster. — Mr. J. H. Eyre gave his sixth 
Concert for the season, in the Guild ;Hall, on the 4th 
ult. Mr. Eyre was assisted by Miss Twigg, Miss Hickson, 
Master Mason, and Mr. Thornsby, with Mr. Tovey as 
pianist. The first part consisted of sacred music, and 
included' " Judge me, O Lord," " I will give thanks," 
(Mozart), the trio, " Lift thine eyes," and quartette, 
" Cast thy burden," from Elijah, Miss Twigg sang 
"With verdure clad," with much effect; and Master 
Mason was rapturously encored in " Wise men flattering." 
In the second part nearly every piece was re-demanded. 
The hall was quite full. — Mr. J. H. Eyre gave his seventh 
Concert for the season, in the Guild Hall, on the 15th 
ult. The vocalists were Miss Harrison, Master Mason, 
Mr. Bell, Mr. Firth, Mr. Wood, and Mr. Eyre. Mr. 
Tovey presided at the piano. 

Dorchester. — The Choral Society gave its 

third and last Subscription Concert for the season at the 
Town Hall, on the 6th ult., before an overflowing audience. 
The glees were well rendered, more particularly " To the 
Mountain " (Rooke), which was much and deservedly- 
applauded. Songs were more plentiful than usual ; and 
most of them were, perhaps, of too popular a character ;. 
an effusion by " Jolly Nash " appearing to have been 
more highly prized than the part-music of the Choral 
Society. The Concert was highly successful. 

Dublin. — The Trinity Church Choral Society 
commenced its third session on Wednesday evening, the 
12th ult., with a highly successful private concert, held 
in the school-room adjoining the church, before a crowded 
and appreciative audience. The Society was formed at the 
time of' the erection of the fine organ (built by Messrs- 
Hill and Son, of London), in Trinity Church ; the choir 
of amateur vocalists who volunteered their services to 
assist in the congregational music, being the nucleus from 
which the present flourishing musical association has 
sprung, under the able and careful conductorship of Mr. 
Chas. H. Phillips, the organist of the church. The per- 
formance of the solos, duets, trios, &c, was highly satis- 
factory ; and special mention should be made of the 
pianoforte Fantasia, " Trovatore," played with much taste 
and style by a talented lady member. We understand 
that the Society will give a second Concert shortly. 

Edinburgh.- — The Beid Concert, which took 
place in the Music Hall, on the 13th ult., was in every 
respect an excellent entertainment, the orchestra from the 
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Crystal Palace (under the direction of Herr Manns) being 
engaged ; and Madame Lemmens-Sherrington, Miss L. 
Franklein, and Mr. Nelson Varley being the principal 
vocalists. The solo instrumentalists were Madame 
Schumann (pianoforte), and Mr. Carrodus (violin). The 
most important orchestral piece was Mendelssohn's 
Reformation Symphony, which was performed for the first 
time in Scotland ; and we need scarcely say that, played 
by a band so thoroughly acquainted with the manifold 
beauties of the work, it excited the utmost interest, every 
movement being loudly applauded, and the Allegro 
vivace being, as usual, encored. Beethoven's Overture 
to Leonora (No. 3), Mozart's to Le Sozze di Figaro, and 
Auber's to Masaniello were also interesting features in the 
programme, the account furnished to us, however, finding 
great fault with the speed at which Mozart's overture (as 
is too frequently the case) was rattled through. Madame 
Schumann delighted all hearers by her exquisite perform- 
ance of Beethoven's pianoforte Concerto in E Flat ; and 
she also gave a Gavotte of Bach, and Schumann's " Des 
Abends " and " Traumeswirren " (Op. 12, Nos. land?), 
as only she can interpret them. The vocal music was 
exceedingly well received ; Professor Oakeley's song, " Blow 
bugle, blow," sung by Madame Lemmens Sherrington 
being encored, and Mr. Nelson Varley's solos gaining 
much applause. Miss L. Franklein, though displaying a 
slight amount of nervousness, gave Mozart's " L'Addio," 
with much refinement; and was also highly successful in 
Professor Oakeley's duet, " The Evening Star," in which 
she was joined by Madame Sherrington. Mention must 
be made, too, of the excellent violin playing of Mr. 
Carrodus, in Ernst's Otello Fantasia, a piece requiring 
not only a mastery over technical difficulties, but the 
utmost refinement and expression. The concert was 
received very warmly by the audience ; and Professor 
Oakeley deserves every credit for the artistic taste mani- 
fested in the selection of the programme. 

Exfield Highway. — The St. James's Glee 

"Union gave an excellent Concert on Monday, the 3rd 
lilt., under the auspices of the Literary Institution. The 
solo vocalist was Miss Blanche Reeves (a rising young 
soprano) whose singing created a marked impression. 
The efforts of the Union were also crowned with great 
applause, and " The Three Chafers" was heartily encored. 
The Concert was not so well attended as it deserved to 
be ; but there is no doubt that the same party, on a 
second visit, would have a crowded room, and we sincerely 
hope, a better piano. 

Heckmoxdwike.— On Thursday, the 6th ult., 
a Concert was given in the Freemasons' Hall by the 
Robert Town Choral Society, assisted in the solo parts by 
Miss Annie Dransfield and an amateur tenor, Mr. Imnan. 
The part-songs were sung by a chorus of eighty voices 
with remarkable brilliancy and effect. A new part-song, of 
considerable merit, by Mr. Waring of Heckmondwike, en- 
titled " A Bachelor's Dream," was given for the first time in 
public. The tenor songs by Mr. Johnson, Mr. Whitehead, 
Mr. Kershaw, Mr. H emingway, and Mr. Inman ; and a 
bass song by Mr. Mann, were well rendered, and very 
favourably received. Mr. Clegg gained an encore in 
" The Mermaid," and a similar compliment was awarded 
to Messrs. Whitehead, Kershaw, and Clegg, in the trio, 
" Of all the brave birds." Miss Sheard and Miss M. J. 
<Jockill's solos were also thoroughly successful. Miss 
Knowles (a little girl, with a good voice of extensive com- 
pass), and Miss Annie Dransfield were much applauded, and 
received two encores during the evening. Mr. Roberts 
accompanied with his usual ability. The Concert was 
under the patronage of Lieutenant-Colonel Firth, J. P., 
D.L., and Mrs. C. H. Firth ; and in every respect was a 
most decided success. 

Heeefoed. — A highly interesting Lecture 
on Madrigals was delivered at the College Hall on the 
evening of the 4th ult., by the Rev. Sir F. A. Gore 



Ouseley, Bart. (Mus. Doc. and Precentor of Hereford 
Cathedral). The illustrations were most efficiently ren- 
dered by the Hereford Choral Society, under the able con- 
ductorship of Mr. G. Townshend Smith. The hall was 
crowded by an attentive audience, who duly appreciated 
the excellent lecture. At the conclusion the Dean of 
Hereford moved a vote of thanks to Sir F. Ouseley and 
Mr. Townshend Smith. 

Hexham. — A musical and literary evening 
was given in the Town Hall, on the 8th ult., in aid of the 
funds of the Soup Kitchen. The audience was not very 
numerous, although no doubt many purchased tickets in 
furtherance of the charitable object of the entertainment, 
who were unable to attend. The conductor was Mr. 
John Nicholson, who gave several pianoforte solos with 
the utmost success. The vocalists were Messrs. Campbell, 
J. W. Burdis, and J. B. Thompson ; and Mr. Guthrie 
performed solos on the violin and cornet with much effect. 
The entertainment was judiciously interspersed with 
readings. 

Highwoeth. — Two Amateur Concerts were 

given on the 5th and 6th ult., in the large new school- 
room, for the purpose of paying off the debt upon the 
building. The band was supplied by the Amateur 
Orchestral Union, an association of clergymen and gentle- 
men of the south-western counties. They were aided 
by several members of the Royal Italian " Opera band, 
Covent Garden ; and, under the direction of the Rev. 
Dr. Haking, vicar of Rodbourne. played the overtures to 
Ruy Bias, Fidelio, La Gazza Ladra, Weber's Jubilee- and 
Dr. Haking's own Hilda and Nymph of Ike Stream. The 
solo vocalists were Mrs. Sartorjs and Mrs. Nassau-Senior 
The large audiences included the principal county 
families for many miles round Highworth. 

Kingston. — On Monday evening, the 27th 

January, the Misses Jarrett gave a Concert at the Lecture 
Hall, Maple-road. They were assisted by Messrs. Goddard, 
Lawrence, Dyson, Day, and Martin. The programme 
was a very long and attractive one, and was faithfully 
adhered to throughout. Miss A. Jarrett's solos on the 
violin were much admired, and enthusiastically applauded. 
Her sister, Miss L. Jarrett, was also well received in her 
various songs. Messrs. Goddard, Lawrence, Day and 
Dyson sang several glees, part songs, and solos exceed- 
ingly well, the first-named vocalist receiving a deserved 
encore for the manner in which he gave " Thou art so near 
and yet so far " (Reichardt). Encores were frequent during 
the evening, but the length of the programme would not 
permit of repetitions. The spacious hall was well filled, 
notwithstanding the inclemency of the weather. 

Leek. — The Amateur Musical Society gave 
its fifth Concert of the season, on Tuesday evening, the 
12th ult , in the Temperance Hall, before a numerous 
audience, the subscribers and their friends, for the most 
part, filling the body of the hall. The solo vocalists were 
Miss Hossell, of Manchester, Mrs. Emery, of the Potteries 
Prize Choirs, Mr. Beckett, and Mr. C. A. Smith, all of whom 
were highly successful in their songs, several being en- 
thusiastically encored. Mrs Caruthers was unfortunately 
prevented by indisposition from singing. The members of 
the Society gave several choral glees and part-songs, in- 
cluding Webbe's " When winds breathe soft," Stevens' 
" Blow, thou winter wind," and two of Mendelssohn's four- 
part songs, "The Vale of Rest " and " Over her grave," very 
effectively, showing that their continued rehearsals, under 
the skilful direction of Mr. Powell, their conductor, are 
producing satisfactory results. The instrumentalists were 
Miss Andrew, who played a pianoforte solo in excellent 
style, besides officiating as accompanist, and the Rev. Dr. 
Armstrong, whose second solo on the flute elicited a 
double recall. Notwithstanding that the programme was 
thus lengthened out by encores, few, if any, of the 
audience left their seats before the singing of Leslie's 
" God save the Queen," with which the Concert closed. 
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Lincoln. — On Thursday evening, the 6th ult., 
the blind choristers,from Nottingham, gave a very success- 
ful performance of Barnett's Ancient Mariner, in the Corn 
Exchange, which was well attended. As the composition 
was quite new to Lincoln, it attracted most of the resident 
professors and amateurs, who, judging from their frequent 
and hearty applause, were evidently delighted, both with 
the work and its execution. The quartette, " Their souls 
did from their bodies fly," was considered one of the best 
specimens of part-singing that has been heard in Lincoln 
for many years. Four pieces were encored ; and the 
choir gave ample proof of the effects of careful and judi- 
cious training. 

Liverpool. — The second Subscription Con- 
cert of the Philharmonic Society for the year, took place 
on the 11th ult., the principal vocalists being Madame 
Lemmens-Sherrington, Miss Lucy Franklein, Mr. Nelson 
"Varley, and Signor Foli. The first part of the Concert 
was devoted to a performance of the " Spring" and 
" Autumn" portions of Haydn's Seasons. The second 
part consisted of a miscellaneous selection of vocal and 
instrumental music. In this, the work most deserving of 
record was Meyerbeer's overture to L'Etoile du Nord, 
which went with great spirit. Three of the vocal pieces 
were re-demanded ; but Hatton's lively four-part song, 
" The Bait," was the only one in which the wishes of 

the audience were complied with. Miss Jeanie Jones' 

Concert took place at the Boyal Assembly Booms, on 
the 17th ult., before a numerous audience. The 
principal vocalists were Miss Jeanie Jones, Mrs. Skeaf, 
Mr. J. B. Oldham, Master J. L. Hughes, and Mr. T. 
J. Hughes. Mr. Skeaf was solo pianist and conductor. 

Long Melford. — An evening Concert, in aid 
of the choir fund, was given in the National School Rooms, 
on Friday, the 14th ult., by the Long Melford Choral 
Society, under the direction of Mr. Orlando Steed. The 
pianoforte solos by Mr. Steed were brilliantly played, and 
evoked loud manifestations of admiration and approval. 
With one or two exceptions, the part songs were executed 
with admirable taste and precision. The choral trio in the 
first part of the programme, sung by female members of 
the choir, was exquisitely rendered, and deservedly ob- 
tained one of the most enthusiastic encores of the even- 
ing. The Concert was altogether a great success, and 
was generally pronounced to be the best of the three 
entertainments which the Melford Choral Society has 
given. 

Manchester. — There was a large muster of 
the members of the Manchester Gentlemen's Glee Club 
and their friends at the club-room, Albion Hotel, on 
Tuesday evening, the 4th ult. The programme was well 
selected and varied. The president, B. St. J. B. Joule, 
Esq., much aided the effect of the music by the judicious 
and interesting remarks with which he prefaced the an- 
nouncement of the various pieces. The gem of the 
evening was the glee for male voices, by Dr. Clarke- 
Whitfeld, " Is it the roar of Teviot's tide," the poetry 
from the " The Lay of the Last Minstrel." It was sung 
by Edmondson, Dumville, W. Dumville, and Bamsbottom. 
Hatton's graphic four-part song, " Oh, the Belfry Tower," 
by the full choir, was well performed. After sup- 
per, the glees, " The mighty conqueror," " King 
Canute," and " Love and wine," from the Orpheus collec- 
tion, were sung. The Vocal Society gave its third 

Concert at the Hulme Town HaU, on Monday, the 10th 
ult., before a large audience. The programme was 
extremely well selected ; most of the pieces being given 
for the first time in Manchester. Amongst the most 
important novelties was Pearsall's ten-part song, " Sir 
Patrick Spens," this was given with marvellous precision, 
and an attention to light and shade quite surprising, 
considering that the Society has no conductor. It was 
enthusiastically encored. Barnby's " Sweet and low " 
received a similar compliment, which it well merited, not 



only on account of the composition itself, but for the very- 
chaste manner in which it was rendered by the choir. 
" Tell me, my heart," was sung with good taste by Mrs. 
Cowley Squier, who made her first public appearance on 
this occasion ; she was exceedingly well received, and 
her song unanimously re-demanded. Miss M. Tomlinson, 
Messrs. Senior and Salt, were equally successful in their 
respective solos, and Mr. H. Watson accompanied with 
great discrimination. Altogether the Concert proved that 
the Manchester Vocal Society can maintain (without fear 
of deposition) the position it has gained of the first choral 
body in Manchester. 

Maryport. — A large and fashionable Amateur 
Concert was given, on the 7th ult., in aid of the fund now 
being raised in Maryport for the families of lost sailors in 
the late gales. J. P. Senhouse, Esq., presided on the 
occasion. The Concert opened with a brilliant selection 
from Semiramide, arranged for flute and pianoforte, by 
Messrs. J. and W. B. Graham. Mrs. Briggs, of Ewanrigg 
Hall, sang with much feeling, " Alone beside the calm 
j bright sea," a new song written by J. P. Douglas, com- 
; posed by William Beeby Graham ; and Wrighton's song, 
' " Bright star of eve arise. " Miss Walker's singing of 
the " Maid of Athens " was also much admired ; and the 
same may be said of Miss Wilson's " Maggie's Welcome." 
Miss E. .Adair's pianoforte solo, "The Smile," was given 
with great expression and refinement, and received much 
applause. Mr. T. W. Nicholson's songs were highly suc- 
cessful and he was warmly encored. Two instrumental pieces- 
for cornet and pianoforte were played by Messrs. Scott and 
Dixon; and a set of waltzes, the composition of Mr. W. 

B. Graham, was performed by the composer and his 
brother on the pianoforte and flute, in their usual good 
style. Mr. W. B. Graham played accompaniments for 
the Maryport vocalists, and Mr. Metcalfe for his Carlisle 
townsmen. At the conclusion of the Concert, and before 
the singing of the National Anthem, Mr. Adair, chairman 
of the relief committee, briefly moved a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Senhouse for presiding on the occasion, ascribing the 
great success of the meeting to that gentleman's influence 
and patronage. The compliment was acknowledged in a 
neat speech by Mr. Senhouse. A vote of thanks moved 
by the chairman to the amateurs was warmly responded to 
by Mr. Clarkson, of Carlisle. The total receipts at the 
Concert amounted to £42 12s., including two donations — 
£5 5s. from Mrs. Dykes, and £5 5s. from G. H. Head, Esq. 
The fund was further increased by the sale of some hun- 
dreds of copies of very beautiful verses — appropriate to 
the late serious loss of life by shipwreck — written by Mr. 

C. Vynne, of Carlisle. 

Midhtjrst. — Mr. T. H. Saunders, organist of 
the Parish Church, and conductor of the Petworth and 
Midhurst Choral Societies, gave his second Annual Even- 
ing Concert, on the 6th ult., before a very large and 
fashionable audience. The principal artists were Mrs. 
T. H. Saunders, Miss Annie Foster, Miss Colley, Mr. 
W. H. Bishop (the celebrated blind tenor), Mr. Grattan 
Cooke (oboe), Mr. C. T. West (pianoforte), Mr. W. H. 
Cushing, of Her Majesty's Theatre (bass), Wm. Gut- 
teridge, Esq., of Brighton (violin), and the members of 
the Midhurst Choral Society. Mr. Saunders ably con- 
ducted. The Choral Society opened the Concert with 
Lord Mornington's glee, " Here in cool grot;" and in the 
course of the evening also sang Mendelssohn's " O fly 
with me," " A cold frost came," and " Over her grave ;" 
Arthur Sullivan's " O hush thee, my babie," and, with 
Mr. Saunders, the serenade, " Summer night" (" Com 
e gentil ") from Donizetti's Don Patquale. Their singing 
reflected the highest credit upon themselves and their 
conductor, Mr. Saunders. Mr. W. H. Cushing gave the 
cavatina, " Loving smile of sister kind," from Gounod's

Peckham.— On Monday, the 3rd ult., Mr. 
Henry Woodman, organist of St. Chrysostom's Church, 
Hill-street, Peckham, gave his first Evening Concert at 
the Rosemary Branch Assembly Rooms, at which the 
following artists sang : Miss Annie Howard, Miss Emily 
Mortimore, Miss Winn, and Miss Isa Thompson (Mrs. 
Fletcher), Mr. Stanley Mayo. Mr. W. H. Hunt, Mr. J. J. 
Burgess, and Mr. E. Bernard (buffo), assisted by the St. 
Chrysostom's choir, under the efficient leadership of Mr. 
Henry Woodman. The programme consisted entirely 
of secular music ; conductor, Mr. J. J. Burgess ; pianist, 
Mr. Fred. Cousens. The room was moderately full ; and 
the performance gave great satisfaction. 

Pebshore. — The death of Mr. Tovey having 
caused a vacancy in the office of organist at the Abbey 
Church, a warm discussion has taken place at a meet- 
ing of the churchwardens and others, as to the desirabilit\' 
of electing a sort of musical servant-of-all-work, who will 
undertake the arduous duties of organist, choirmaster, and 
assistant master at the national school, for the pittance of 
£60 per annum. Mr. Tovey has left behind him four 
daughters, either of whom, it is well known, is fully 
capable of filling the office of organist ; and one (Miss 
Helen Tovey) presided at the instrument during her 
father's illness, and has continued to do so since his 
decease. Many of the parishioners wish to know why a 
parish meeting was not called, and the ratepayers consulted 
on the subject, before the existing order of things with 
respect to the organist's office, &c, was interfered with. 

Ramsgate. — On Thursday, the 30th January, 
the members of St. Mary's Choir presented to Mr. J. F. 
Thorne, organist of St. Mary's Church, a very hand- 
some testimonial, consisting of a silver-plated tea and 
coffee service, on the occasion of his marriage. The pre- 
sentation was made at the house of the incumbent, the 
Rev. Alfred Whitehead, who had invited several friends 
to meet the choir at supper. The incumbent, in present- 
ing the testimonial, passed a very high compliment upon 
the unwearied patience and skill which Mr. Thorne had 
manifested for the past seven years in training the choir 
and bringing it to its present excellence; and he also 
expressed his warm appreciation of the persevering efforts 
of the members themselves.

Salisbury. — A Concert was given by Mr. 
Aylward at the Assembly Rooms, on the 27th of January, 
in aid of the fund for enlarging and rebuilding the organ 
at St. Edmund's Church. The vocal performers were 
Madame Sainton-Dolby, Miss Aylward, and the members 
of the Amateur Musical Society; and the instrumen- 
talists M. Sainton, Mr. W. H. Aylward, Mr. A. Aylward, 
Mr. T. E. Aylward, and Mr. Lindsay Sloper, in place of 
Madame Arabella Goddard, who was prevented by illness 
from attending. All the performers generously gave their 
services on the occasion; and the result was a very 
excellent Concert, an overflowing room, and the payment 
of the whole of the debt remaining on the organ. Mr. 
Aylward conducted. 

Seaham Haebotte. — A Concert was given on 
Monday, the 17th ult , by the choral class lately estab- 
lished, under the . leadership of Mr. Angelo Forrest, oi 
Sunderland. The part-music, selected from the produc- 
tions of Bishop, Weber, Henry Smart, and others, was 
very creditably rendered, and two of the pieces were 
re-demanded. Mr. Forrest (pupil of Mr. Charles Halle) 
performed, with the utmost success, two pianoforte solos ; 
and songs were contributed by Mrs. Atkinson (soprano), 
Messrs. Rudolph Geisecke, (tenor), and J. Henry Foster 
(baritone). A few complimentary remarks by the vicar 
of Seaham, Rev. Mr. Bethune, responded to by Mr. 
Foster, brought a pleasant evening to a close. 

Sheewsbuey. — A miscellaneous Concert was 
given in the Music Hall on the 11th ult., by the amateurs 
of the town and neighbourhood, for the benefit of the 
resident poor families. Miss Lavender (a pupil of Lang- 
ton Williams) was highly successful in her vocal solos, 
especially in Handel's " I know that my Redeemer liveth," 
which was much applauded.

Mary's parish church, Stanwell ; the principal vocalists 
being Miss Hudson, Mr. Hutchings, Miss Coffin, Mr. R. Rat- 
cliffe, and Captain Vaughan ( son of a late favourite tenor) . 
By the request of a large audience the music was repeated. 
The choruses were sunggenerally with the utmost steadiness 
and precision. The second part contained a reading 
from the " Pickwick Papers," and several glees and songs, 
concluding with the National Anthem. 
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Swinton. — An excellent Concert was given 
in the school-room on the 5th ult., by Mr. Eyre (Director 
of the Doncaster Choral Union), assisted by Miss Tvrigg, 
Miss Hickson, Master Mason, and Mr. Browne, with Messrs. 
H. and G. Naylor as pianists. The room was well filled. 

"Watford, Hebts. — On "Wednesday evening, 
January 15th, the Harmonic Society of this town gave 
its seventh annual Concert (with orchestra) to a large 
and fashionable audience, composed of the subscribers to 
the Society. The Messiah was the work chosen for per- 
formance. Mr. Peel conducted in his usual able manner. 
The solos were taken by Miss Morris, Miss Cozens, Mr. 
Taylor, the Rev. A. H. Cummings, and Mr. Sharp. The 
choruses were well sung throughout ; and the orches- 
tral accompaniments were everything that could be 

desired. On Thursday evening, the 30th of January, 

a. Concert was given in the Corn Exchange by Mr. 
W. H. Cummings, the profits arising from the per- 
formance being devoted to the Organ and Choir Fund of 
St. Paul's, Langleybury, of which church his brother, the 
Eev. A. H. Cummings, is the incumbent. The concert- 
giver was assisted by Miss Anna Jewell, Mr. Fielding, 
Mr. F. Walker, Mr. " Seymour Smith, and Mr. Chaplin 
Henry, in the vocal department; and the solo pianist was 
Miss Ellice Jewell, all of whom gave their gratuitous 
services ; and Messrs. Kirkman kindly lent a grand piano- 
forte for the occasion. Mr. Cummings' singing was, of 
course, a great feature in the concert; and in several of 
his songs he was most enthusiastically encored. The 
other vocalists w : ere also highly effective in their solos ; 
and Miss Ellice Jewell's pianoforte performance was 
received with well-merited applause. 

Winchester. — The "Winchester Choral Society 
gave its first Concert for the present season, on Thursday, 
the 6th ult., with the utmost success.

It is to be regretted that the tendency in this 
town is towards amateur concerts, where scarcely any 
good music is to be heard, and where crowded audiences 
are generally to be found ; whilst, on the other hand, no 
interest is taken in performances where the music is Of a 
sterling character. The Concert in question was opened 
by a string quartette in E major (Mendelssohn), per- 
formed by Mr.H. Hayward (1st violin), Mr. T. M. Abbott 
(2nd violin), Mr. Roberts (viola), and Herr Daubert 
(violoncello), in an excellent manner. This was followed 
by a song " The Violet" (Mozart), sung by Mr. Bywater, 
after which Herr Daubert gave a violoncello solo (Servais) ; 
which was much applauded, and most deservedly en- 
cored. The first part of the programme concluded with 
Beethoven's Trio in E flat, played by Mr. Bywater (piano), 
Mr. Hayward (violin), and Mr. Daubert (violoncello) with 
much precision and taste. The second part of the pro- 
gramme consisted of a pianoforte quartette in E flat 
(Mozart), effectively rendered by Messrs By water, Abbott, 
Roberts, and Daubert ; a violin solo, well played by Mr. 
H. Hayward, and encored ; a song, " A star in 3'onder
